JAPANESE TO OFFICER 
CHINESE EXPEDITION 
Military Co-operation to be Con- 
fined to the Northeastern 
Frontier Zone. 


PHKING, May 17, (Associated Press.) 
—China and. Japan have. signed the 
treaty, concluded after-négotiations last- 
ing several days, concerning the. mili- 
tary: operations to be conducted. jointly 
by these two. countries in Siberia. . The 
treaty also contains clauses dealing with 
other matters, the details of waich are 
not made public. 

‘The treaty. is.said to concern Joint rn 
tensive. operations against -the enemy: on 
the. Northeastern frontiers. -Three con- 
ditions were insisted upon,by China and 
were conceded by Japan. The first was 
that the convention would not be en- 
forced unless the situation required 
Chino-Japanese co-operation in Siberia 
and Manchuria; second, -the convention 
would be null and void after the ter- 
mination of ‘the war, and third, the 
scope’ of ‘military’ co-operation would be 
confined to the Northeastern fréntiers. 

After the treaty had been sighed by 
the Cabinet, General Yin Yung-pung, 
Vice ‘Chief of the War Department Par- 
ticipation Bureau, signed it in the pres- 
ence of a Japanese Military Commis- 
sion headed by General Saito.

MISTREATMENT OF “BIG 
BUSINESS.” 

For seven years the Shoe Trust has 
been bitterly pursued upon what the 
Supreme Court calls the “ innuendo ” 
of the Government that it restrained 
interstate trade. By 4 to 3°the court 
decides that the Government was 
wrong in its aspérsion as matter of 
law. As the court was so evenly 
divided, the defendant trust can hardly 
be blamed for a course which had 
never been condemned by authority 
and which. was approved by business 
practice... The acquittal of the trust 
is condemnation of its prosecutors be- 
cause they have so persistently re- 
fused to take their law from the 
courts. One Attorney General has 
even gone so far as to complain that 
he alone cannot enforce the law 
against restraint of trade. He for- 
mally expressed his regret that “a 
“ number of Federal Judges have been 
“and still are apparently reluctant to 
Now the. 
highest-court asserts. that the Depart- 
ment of Justice prosecutes by insinua- 
tion on a mistaken view of the law. 

If the case stood ‘alone, it would be 
an undesirable state of affairs, but it. 
is only one’ of many cases. Only a 
short time ago Government repre- 
sentatives sat around the same table 
with many distinguished defendants, 
at-the suit of the Government on com- 


plaints which the Government could 


not proceed with. Public interest 
would not allow that seven suits 
against the biggest of the trusts 
should be pressed to a conclusion, al- 
though the trusts were eager’ for 
finality regarding their legal status. 
Buch a condition of affairs indicates 
nothing less than a reign of terror 
which should be ended. Is it extreme 
to. take the position that the Attorney 
General .and-the trusts alike should 
take their law from the courts? | 
Another sugggestion—the trust cases 
are mostly prosecuted and decided on 
the law rather than the facts. There 
have been not a few cases where 
trusts were attacked. on the ground 
that they restrained trade under thé 
law, although they promoted trade in 
fact. In. the Shoe case there is no 
question that the manufacture of shoes 
was enlarged, whatever may have 
been the fact about the machinery 
trade. The interest of the publie is 
that the law should be enforced, and 
restraint of the machinery trade is 
not to be condoned, if proved. But the 
public interest is rather in shoes than 
in shoe machinery, and the effect of 





the trust’s plan is affirmed by the/| un 





complaint ,from the public that. the 
making of shoés: was obstructed, or 
made costly, or that other shoemak- 
ers were stopped in their trade by the 
trust, the Department of Justice might 
have an excuse for. dita. persistence. 
But the public is not in court, except 
through the Attorney General. The 
court licitly remarks that the vic- 
tims of the:lease system were not in 
court. ous by 

All unobserved, there has grown up, 
a practice oppressive to business which 
has not been convicted of anything. 
Within a few days a plea of. guilty 
has ‘been accepted by the Attorney 
General in°‘what might be called his 
personal court. He arraigned the 
trust before him, and the trust ac- 
cepted his view of the law rather than 
contend.in such an unequal contest. 
It is natural enough, and yet those 
trusts which resist such practice are 
more to be commended. The - De- 
partment of Justice is empowered to 
prosecute the guilty, but it is an inno- 
vation that the Attorney General 
should arrange the terms on which 
business-men may engage in interstate 
commerce without the assistance of 
the courts. If such trade licenses 
are to be issued, it should be by au- 
thority ‘of law, -by .some official who 
has been given the ,authority. which 
the Attorney General seems to usurp. 
Between the abdication ‘of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and the 
quasi-usurpation of the Department of 
Justice, the men of large affairs ‘who 
wish to obey the law are put in an un- 
deserved quandary. The railways and 
the trusts have deserved discipline and 
have been scourged until they have re- 
pented. Is it not also time that the 
Government should recognize that 
conditions have altered, and that the 
law has teeth enough of its own, with- 
out a false set condemned by the 
courts and common sense? 








DIVIDING THE SWAG. 

When the Kaiser Kart met ‘the 
German Kaiser on “the blessed 
ground” of German Main Headquar- 
ters, two brother sovereigns, King 
Lupwie of Bavaria and King FRIEpD- 
RICH AuGuUsT of Saxony, turned up at 
the conference, unexpected and unin- 
vited. They knew there was going to 
be a division of the swag, and they 
couldn’t trust WILHELM to “ play 
fair’? and be just to his pals. The 
Munich Neueste Nachrichten said 
frankly that “ Bavaria cannot leave 
“ Prussia to be the sole arbiter of Ger- 
“ man destinies.” Therefore had King 
LuDwiGa gone to Headquarters. For 
the same reason the King of Saxony 
went thither, though his participation 
in the negotiations “ was not desired 
in Berlin.” 

The dear Pitiidads are so™beloved 
and trusted! “Twas ever thus. The 
King of Saxony may have recalled 
how FREDERICK the Great calmly. wrote 
in 1776 that the acquisition of Saxony 
was “indispensably necessary ’’ to 


} Prussia; how he invaded Saxony with- 


out notice in 1756, had the Dresden 
archives ransacked, and published the 
defensive treaties between Austria, 
Russia, and Saxony as evidence of the 
conspiracy of which he was the guile- 
less victim. 

Besides, east and southeast, thrones 
and fat territories are awaiting Ger- 
man dynasties. Old-established man- 
archies like Bavaria and Saxony must 
not be passed over in the rake-off. 
“If Prussia is enlarged,’’ wrote Vor- 
‘warts, if ironically with entire appre- 
ciation of German land-hunger and 
throne-hunger, “something must also 
“be found somewhere for Bavaria, 
“while Saxony, Whirttemberg, and 

“other States will also want some- 
“thing, and there are only six thrones 
“to distribute among twenty-two dy- 
“nasties.” Which is a shame. Why 
are dynasties so numerous and ell- 
gible thrones so few? 

It is good to know, however, ‘that 
at least one of the old-established 
Kings is to have a splendid spoil, or 
have it dangled before him. Today, 
according to a Berlin dispatch, the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the Fed- 
eral Council will 

take up the Alsace-Lorraine and. Lith- 

uanian questions. A Saxon-Lithtian- 

ian union is now advocated by the 

Saxon Cabinet, and the King of Sax- 

ony has declared his willingness to 

approve it. ¢ 

Was there ever a more self-sacrific- 
ing sovereign? His Ministers insist 
on forcing Lithuania on him. All 
right. Anything ’to oblige. The Lith- 
uanians don’t count. It is none of 
their business, and their remoteness 
from Saxony, the uncontiguity of the 
annexers and the annexed, especially 
recommends the union. One might 
suppose, from a glance at the map, 
that Lithuania would be acceptable to 
Prussia; but Prussia was ever altru- 
istic. Why- should she, why should 
any of the other States, grudge a little 
present to Saxony? 

‘So one unwelcome caller on the two 
Emperors is in a way of being. provid- 
ed for, on paper at least. How about 
Lupwie¢ of Bavaria?:- Does the taking 
up of-the. Alsace-Lorraine .question, 
as &@ question of internal politics and 
administration, augur that “ some- 
thing ‘is to be done for ” Bavaria? The 
incorporation of Lorraine ‘in 
Bavaria is no new suggestion; and it 
has often been said that if the two

A saiiee: long in the life of ‘a na- 
Worth tion, and if not a few 
nations have died before 

Celebrating. attaining that age, it is 
only because infant mortality tends to be 
high in sorts of political organiza- 
tions, just as it is in human beings and 
animals. But though sixteen years are 
not many from the historian’s point of 
view, the Government’ that’ reaches its 
sixteenth birthday, as did the Cuban Re- 
public this week, has.a right to congrat- 
ulate itself, and to be congratulated by 
others, on having safely passed through 
the most perilous period of its existence 
can confront the future with the confi- 
dence of vigorous youth. 

It can, that is, if its youth really. is 
vigorous. .Cuba’s youth seems to be 
fairly so, and perhaps a little better than 
that. At any rate, her people have con- 
futed a lot of prophets who claimed to 
know much about the. Cubans’ constitu- 
tional inability. to rule themselves ac- 
cording *to democratic formulas, to 
abide by decisions rendered by the bal- 
lot box, and to conduct themselves to 
the satisfaction of their neighbors. It is 
true that the Cuban Republic has not 
had to, walk through the dangerous 
years entirely unsupported or entirely 
unguarded from the Black Things that 
roam’ the world, watching for chances 
to gobble up just such highly edible 
infants as herself. She has had, too, 
several rather serious intestinal dis- 
orders, as characteristic of national 
as of individual childhood. Her re- 
coveries, however, have been prompt, 
and today she is about as safe—about as 
likely to live long and prosper—as are, 
in these ‘terrible times, a good many na- 
tions larger and older than herself. 

That the Cubans have yet developed a 
passionate, or even a warm, affection. for 
the country that gave. her. liberty, 
and still protects her in it, is something 
less than a certainty, but at any rate

Such critics will 
not be entirely silenced, either, by the 
familiar defense of luxury purchases of 
this kind—that they mefely transfer 
money from one man’s pocket to another 
man’s pocket, and that it makes no ulti- 
mate difference who puts it to a noble 
use. There is a strong taint of fallacy 
in that argument, and reason as well as 
instinct promptly discovers it.

I hold these be- 
liefs today as firmly as I have ever

But ‘we are in a war upon the issue 
of which dépends the liberty, not’ of 
one’ nation alone, but of the civilized 
world. For America and for the na- 
tions’ ranged with her in the’ fight 
against Germany there is now but one 
business in hand. That ‘business: is 80 
to strike‘down the power that menaces 
the world’s freedom that never again 
will it Hft its arm with liké intent. 

The cause of the world against Ger- 
many is not divisible: There is no pe- 
numbra, no twilight zone wherein, one 
may sit and subtly distinguish between 
‘America’s cause and the cause of her 
allies in this war. Whoever thinks he 
can do this is deceiving himself. 

I am for Ireland, but while this war 
lasts I am for England, as for America, 
against the common enemy and — am 
against anything—and any one—that di- 
rectly or indirectly weakens the arm of: 
any one of the nations fighting on our 
side, And, if.it were possible—as it. is 
not—that Ireland .could- at present 
achieve her freedom by imperiling the 
cause of any one of those nations, then, 
I say, Ireland’s freedom should wait 
until the freedom of the world has been 
made: secure. 

How, otherwise, could her freedom be 
permanent? 

I resent as an insult to my Intelli- 
gence the suggestion that she has any- 
thing .to -hope for from a German 
triumph. but a barren—a worse than 
barren—revenge. And I believe that a 
majority of American citizens of Irish 
birth and ancestry in their hearts feel 
the same resentment.
